DEALINGS WITH RADICAL 


Although the full story of the outrages

department or in the American press, we are confi- 
dent that the government will have the support 
of the majority of the American people in its 
demand upon the nationalist authorities for apol- 
ogy and reparation. There will be, of course, a 
protest from partisans of the Cantonese movement 
and from politicians and newspapers disposed to 
disagree With anything Mr. Coolidge’s administra- 
‘tien does or proposes to do. But the nation, we 
a 
decent respect for the persons and rights of - 
_ fean citizens, and the joint note in which the gov- 
ernment has joined is about the least we can do in 
the circumstances. 

There is no disposition, we are confident, either 
4p the White House or in the country, to take ad- 
vantage of the present unhappy state of China or 
to impose upon the Chinese any conditions which 
a just sense of human obligations does not demand. 
There is a rather widespread effort to interpret any 
action our government takes for the protection of 
American lives or interests abroad as a sinister 
manifestation of the spirit pf conquest or oppres- 
sion. In this view all Americans abroad are either 
wringing the withers of the poor, conspiring 
against a people nobly aspiring to be free, or 
covering this malign procedure, consciously or un- 
consciously, with altruistic activities more or less 
commendable in themselves. Upon these hypothe- 
ees, the nation might well demand that our na 
tiomals get out of China, bag and baggage, and 
withdraw what forces we have in its waters. Eut 
we do not think America is ready to come to any 
euch conclusion. If it did, we have lost one of the 


' @Ualities on which the greatness of the United 


States is based, loyalty to our own people and their 
legitimate interests, pride, tndeed, tn their energy, 
cenfidence in their integrity, in a word, national 
self-respect. | 

It may be expedient for Americans to withdraw 
entirely from China and to sacrifice every enter- 
prise, economic or cultural, we have been carrying 
on within tte borders. That will not be beneficial to 
the Chinese, but it may be the only alternative to 
commitments we are unwilling to make. But mean- 
while we have a duty to perform to our people not 
only in Chime but throughout the world, a duty 
also to the honor of the republic. Our people in| 
Chine are not miscreants and maranders and they 
have @ right to protection while they are in China 
and to compensation for wrongs done them by 
Chinese. 
There should be ne question abeut giving them 
thet protection or demanding and, so far as is 
practicable, enforcing proper measures for com- 
pensation. China is tn a deplorable state and due 
allowance should be made for ft. But the Cantonese 
authorities have been demanding the recognition 
of the world as a government and asserting the 
right of Chima to an equal status in the family of 
civilized mations. They are, by the logic of their 
own demands, responsible for the wrongs and inju- 
ries done by their people and even by their public 
agents te American citizens. This it is the Amer- 
icam government's duty te insist upon with such 
means as are practicable. ; 

This is asserted from the viewpoint of our own 
rights, but it is equally arguable from the view- 


point of China’s interest. It ts folly, in our opinion, | 


te think that a meek acceptance of injury by the 
American government or any other government 
whese nationals are lawfully tn China will help the 


‘for any violence it can afford to inflict. If we are 


te judge by the demands of the Cantonese leaders, 
‘lwe can only avoid provocation by withdrawing all 


. protection for our nationals in China, even during 
the process of withdrawal, and we must forthwith 
turn over to a régime openly in alliance with coni- 
munist Russta all rights and possessions acquired 
by our nationals under public treaties with China. 
The defense of beleaguered missionaries and busi- 
nees men in Nanking in tmminent peri) of their 
lives has been protested by nationalist officials as 
an act of provocation and invasion of Chinese 
rights. Outrages upon American and British 
women, the murder of American and British mis- 
sionaries, do not justify in the radical Chinese 
| mind our measures of defense for the others. The 
| protection of the foreign settlements from looting 
‘and confiscation or destruction is protested. But 


the violence of mobs and extremists in China in 
order to support the efforts of the moderates to 
gain control of the situation is lacking in common 
sense. Certainly it should be the earnest effort of 
our government so to act as to aid the more con- 
siderate and substantial elements in China to re- 
sist the extremista, but we cannot think that a 
weak acceptance ef outrage and spoliation will help 
them. ‘ 


CIVILIAN MILITARY 
‘TRAINING.

Whatever part the Chicago teachers may be 
taking in it, there is a well conducted attempt to 
get rid of the military training of civilians in 
public schools, universities and summer camps. 
It has itinerant speakers and is supported by or- 
ganizations. It has some poisonous elements in 
its extremes, being in these particulars derisive of 
nationalism and contemptuous of the symbolism 
of nationalism. It pretends to intellectualism in 
its higher altitudes, and in this respect may be 
attractive to men and women who think their pro- 
fession is one of cerebration. There is evidently a 
disposition to regard the old time virtues as indica- 
tive of mental inferiority, of vacuity above the 
shoulders and puerile emotions below them. When 
such aberrations increase the self-esteem, the case 
is hopeless. 

The whole schoo! of thought does not go this 
far, but the trend is toward it. The attack on 
the civilian military training seems particularly 
irrational. Militarism in its original significance 
meant the conscripting of youth and the mainte- 
mance under arms of most of the available young 
manhod for training. Such an army controlled 
by a government to which war was a recognized 
method of executing deliberate policies represented 
the militarist conception of national purpose. 


never laid down policies for execution by war 
aid it never has had armies when war came to 
defeat its peaceable intent. The nation never has 
a government which is in sympathy with mili- 
tary affairs or inclined to devote much attention 
to them. [If military provision does not fall far 
short of the minimum requirements under the 
American scheme it is accepted as sufficient. The 
civilian training supplements the small organized 
force and it represents an idea of national defense 
which could be opposed only by the most irra- 
tional of people. It is the least which a nation 
can do, but irrationality does treat it as if it 
were the whole core of militarism. That seems to 
be either perversity or hysteria.

on foreign women.”’ 
The statement declares the belief 


- that the Nanking outrages were in ac- 


cordance with a pre-arranged plan and 
that the foreign gunboat's shelling was 
absolutely responsible for stopping the 


outrages. 

The missionaries also definitely place 
the blame for the outrages upon the 
communist wing of the nationalist gov- 
ernment and allege the radicals were 
instigated by the Russian bolshevists.
